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European  Citrus  Imports  and 

U.S.  Citrus  Trade,  1969-70  Season 


The  Western  European  Market  for  Fresh  Citrus 


Oranges  (including  tangerines). — Nine  of  the  12  Western  European  countries 
listed  in  table  1  imported  more  oranges  in  1970,  as  the  total  for  the  area 
reached  a  new  record  of  98.0  million  boxes.    West  Germany,  Europe's  leading 
market,  posted  the  largest  gain,  k  million  boxes,  followed  by  the  United 
Kingdom  with  an  increase  of .1.1;  million.     France  showed  the  greatest  decline 
with  imports  2  million  boxes  below  the  1969  level. 

Record  production  during  the  1969-70  season  in  the  Mediterranean  area  was  the 
primary  stimulant  behind  the  record  imports.     Especially  impressive  was  the 
performance  of  Spain,  as  imports  from  that  country  jumped  by  7.6  million  boxes 
and  represented  h3  percent  of  the  market.     West  Germany  and  France  were  the 
primary  consumers  of  Spanish  oranges.    After  purchases  remained  at  approxi- 
mately the  same  level  for  h  years,  the  United  Kingdom  bought  considerably 
more  oranges  in  1970  especially  from  Israel.     This  helped  Israel  solidify  its 
position  as  the  second  leading  supplier  to  Western  Europe.    Morocco  continued 
as  the  third  largest  supplier.     The  increase  in  European  imports  from  Italy, 
the  only  significant  European  Community  (ISC)  producer,  was  confined  to  coun- 
tries outside  the  EC. 

Abundant  late-season  supplies  plus  EC  tariff  preferences  for  citrus  from  major 
Mediterranean  suppliers  such  as  Morocco,  Spain,  and  Israel  extended  the  normal 
marketing  period  for  these  countries.     This  reduced  the  opportunities  for  the 
three  major  summer  suppliers — South  Africa,  Brazil,  and  the  United  States. 

Lemons . — Imports  of  lemons  into  the  countries  shown  in  table  2  approximated 
10  million  boxes  for  the  seventh  consecutive  year.     The  two  major  importers, 
West  Germany  and  France,  both  received  fewer  lemons  in  1970  as  their  share  of 


total  imports  slipped  slightly  to  63  percent.     The  United  Kingdom  was  the 
only  country  to  register  a  significant  increase  in  receipts. 

Imports  from  Italy  were  the  smallest  since  1963  but  that  country  easily  re- 
mained the  major  source  of  lemons  with  i|8  percent  of  total  imports.  Spain 
had  an  excellant  year  and  increased  its  share  of  the  market  from  less  than 
10  percent  to  more  than  20  percent,  replacing  the  United  States  as  the  second 
leading  supplier  in  1970. 

Grapefruit. — Grapefruit  imports  into  the  countries  listed  in  table  3  totaled 
a  record  9  million  boxes  in  1970,  15  percent  above  the  previous  year.  The 
two  leading  markets ,  the  United  Kingdom  and  West  Germany ,  both  increased 
imports  while  France ,  the  third  most  important  market ,  received  slightly 
less.     As  a  result  of  gradual  relaxation  of  import  restrictions ,  Italy  has 
become  the  fastest  growing  market  in  Europe ,  with  1970  imports  more  than 
double  those  of  1969. 

The  record  Israeli  crop  was  largely  responsible  for  the  impressive  totals  in 
1970  as  that  country  is  the  No.  1  supplier  to  every  market  and  accounted  for 
6l  percent  of  all  imports.     The  United  States  was  a  distant  fourth,  supplying 
5  percent. 

The  Western  European  Market  for    Citrus  Juices 

Every  country  listed  in  tables  k  to  11,  with  the  exception  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  imported  more  citrus  juice  than  during  the  previous  year.  Several 
major  exporters  particularly  the  United  States,  benefited  from  the  expanding 
European  demand  for  these  products. 

West  Germany  registered  the  largest  increase,  importing  21,361  metric  tons 
more  citrus  juice  in  1970  than  in  the  previous  year.     Most  of  the  increase 
was  accounted  for  by  orange  juice.     The  Netherlands  once  again  shipped  more 
juice  in  total  than  any  other  supplier  and  also  replaced  Israel  as  the  No .  1 
source  of  grapefruit  juice .     This  performance  overshadowed  substantial  gains 
by  Brazil  and  the  United  States. 

The  United  Kingdom  increased  imports  of  orange  juice  during  1969-70  but 
losses  in  other  categories  more  than  offset  this  gain.     Israel  dominated  im- 
ports of  both  single -strength  orange  and  grapefruit  juices  but  the  United 
States  replaced  Israel  as  the  leading  supplier  of  concentrated  orange  juice. 

France  imported  more  juice  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year  as  Greece,  Morocco, 
and  the  United  States  all  recorded  substantial  gains,    As  late  as  1967 ,  both 
grapefruit  and  orange  juice  imports  were  approximately  the  same,  but  in  1970 
orange  juice  comprised  62  percent  of  the  total. 

Sweden  has  emerged  as  a  major  importer  of  citrus  juice  in  recent  years  with 
the  1970  total  almost  five  times  the  1965  level.     The  United  States  was  by 
far  the  leading  supplier  in  1970. 

Other  countries  importing  more  citrus  included  Austria,  Belgium,  Denmark, 
and  the  Netherlands.    The  United  States  regained  tne  position  as  leading 
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supplier  to  the  Netherlands ,  but  remained  in  second  place  behind  Israel  in 
the  other  markets. 

U.S.  Fresh  Citrus  Exports 

Exports  of  oranges  totaled  8.I4.  million  boxes  in  1969-70,  down  from  8.8  million 
in  1968-69.     The  entire  loss  took  place  during  the  summer  marketing  period. 
Exports  to  Canada  and  Hong  Kong,  the  two  leading  markets  for  U.S.  oranges , 
both  were  above  the  previous  year  but  shipments  to  the  EC  were  off  sharply. 

Despite  a  smaller  crop,  U.S.  exports  of  lemons  reached  3.7  million  boxes, 
almost  700 j 000  boxes  more  than  in  1968-69.    Japan  easily  remained  the  leading 
market  for  the  United  Staes,  receiving  1.5  million  boxes  while  France  re- 
placed Canada  as  the  second  most  important  consumer  with  510,000  boxes.  The 
bulk  of  the  increase  for  the  season  occurred  during  the  summer  marketing 
period. 

Grapefruit  exports  totaled  2.9  million  boxes  during  1969-70,  down  slightly 
from  the  previous  year.    Although  Canada  received  less  fruit  it  continued  to 
dominate  the  export  picture  taking  79  percent  of  U.S.  shipments.     Exports  to 
Europe  improved  somewhat  in  1969-70  but  remained  at  a  low  level  in  compari- 
sion  with  recent  years. 

U.S.  exports  of  fresh  citrus  are  shown  in  tables  12  to 

U.S.  Processed  Citrus  Exports 

Exports  of  citrus  juices  were  strong  in  If  .s  most  areas  of  the  world 

received  larger  quantities  from  the  Unitec      _^es.     Shipments  of  single - 
strength  orange  juice  increased  by  almost  one-third  to  12.1  million  gallons 
but  remained  below  the  record  set  in  1967-68.    Although  gains  were  widespread, 
the  increase  in  shipments  to  Sweden  was  especially  impressive.     Exports  of 
single-strength  grapefruit  juice  increased  16  percent  to  6  million  gallons 
despite  a  significant  drop  in  shipments  to  Europe.     The  Canadian  market 
registered  the  sixth  consecutive  increase ,  but  the  ma jo:  gain  for  the  season 
was  in  Australia.     Frozen  orange  juice  concentrate  exports  rose  by  more  than 
one-third  to  5.8  million  gallons.     Shipments  to  Europe  were  85  percent  above 
the  1968-69  level  as  all  major  customers  increased  their  purchases.  Exports 
of  hot  pack  orange  juice  concentrate  recorded  the  largest  increase  on  a 
percentage  basis ,  totaling  1.6  million  gallons  compared  with  770,000  gallons 
in  1968-69.    More  orange  oil  was  also  shipped  during  the  season,  but  exports 
of  grapefruit  sections  declined  again. 

U.S.  Citrus  Imports 

Imports  of  fresh  oranges  (including  tangerines)  declined  further  during  the 
1969-70  season  mainly  because  of  the  exceptionally  large  U.S.  crop.  Receipts 
were  1.2  million  boxes  compared  with  I-I4.  million  in  1968-69.     The  large  U.S. 
crop  was  also  responsible  for  the  sharp    drop  in  imports  of  orange  juice 
concentrate  which  totaled    only  2.7  million  gallons  (single-strength  equi- 
valent ) .    As  usual,  virtually  all  of  the  juice  arrived  from  Brazil.

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SUMMARY 


Early-seasoo  estimates  indicated  record  citrus  production  in  the  Mediterranean 
area  for  1970-71-    The  orange  crop  (including  tangerines)  was  forecast  at  214.2 
million  boxes,  6.1  million  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  while  lemon  produc- 
tion was  estimated  at  36.3  million  boxes,  1  million  above  the  1969-70  output. 
However,  sub-freezing  temperatures  in  Spain  have  caused  considerable  doubt  as 
to  whether  these  two  citrus  categories  will  establish  new  records.    A  substan- 
tial increase  in  Israeli  production  is  expected  to  push  total  output  of  grape- 
fruit well  above  the  1969-70  record. 

Exports  of  fresh  citrus  from  the  Mediterranean  area  in  1 969-7 0  established  new 
records  for  all  three  major  categories.    Except  for  grapefruit,  it  is  doubtful 
that  this  trend  will  continue  during  1970-71*    Shorter  orange  crops  in  Spain 
and  Morocco  are  not  expected  to  be  offset  by  shipments  from  other  countries. 
As  a  result  total  exports  should  drop  below  the  100-million-box  level  surpassed 
for  the  first  time  in  1969-70,    Supplies  of  lemons  are  abundant  and  exports 
could  approximate  the  1969-70  total  if  demand  remains  as  strong  as  during  the 
past  two  seasons.    Barring  a  natural  disaster  in  Israel,  exports  of  grapefruit 
should  establish  a  new  record. 

Exports  of  fresh  oranges  and  grapefruit  from  the  United  States  during  the 
1969-70  winter  marketing  season  registered  only  slight  gains  over  the  previous 
year.    Lemon  exports  increased  by  11  percent.    The  export  performance  of  U.S. 
processed  citrus  products  was  strong  in  1969-70,  especially  to  the  important 
European  market. 

Once  again  citrus  production  in  the  United  States  has  been  adversely  affected 
by  freezing  weather.    Although  damage  to  the  record  citrus  crop  is  yet  to  be 
quantified,  U.S.  supplies  of  fresh  and  processed  citrus  appear  more  plentiful 
than  in  1969-70.    However,  competition  from  Mediterranean  producers  will  gener- 
ally be  more  severe. 


U.S.  EXPORT  OUTLOOK 


Fresh  citrus.— U.S.  production  of  oranges  1/  as  of  February  1,  1971,  was 
estimated  at  a  record  level,  while  the  grapefruit  and  lemon  crops  were  the 
second  largest  in  history.    Despite  sub-freezing  temperatures  in  Arizona, 
California,  and  Florida  earlier  in  the  year,  it  appears  that  U.S.  supplies  will 
be  relatively  heavy.    However,  the  amount  of  fresh  fruit  available  for  export 
will  apparently  be  less  than  originally  expected.    Producers  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean Basin  also  anticipate  heavy  supplies  and  currently  enjoy  significant  ad- 
vantages in  exporting  to  the  highly  important  European  market  in  addition  to 
the  shorter  shipping  distance.    These  include  the  tariff  preference  given  by 
the  European  Community  to  major  Mediterranean  exporters  and  the  program  of  sub- 
sidies utilized  by  several  of  the  exporting  countries.    The  obstacles  to  U.S. 
participation  in  Europe  will  have  a  limiting  effect  on  U.S.  exports  of  all 
citrus,  especially  oranges.    Lemons  should  be  in  the  most  favorable  position 
to  register  gains  in  Europe,  due  to  the  smaller  Italian  verdelli  lemon  crop 
and  freeze  damage  in  Spain.    Although  the  U.S.  grapefruit  crop  is  very  large, 
strong  domestic  demand  plus  a  record  Israeli  crop  will  restrict  exports  es- 
pecially during  the  first  few  months  of  the  season.    Canada  will  again  receive 
most  of  the  oranges  and  grapefruit  while  Japan  will  continue  as  the  leading 
importer  of  American  lemons. 

Improvement  in  total  U.S.  exports  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  during  the  1969-70 
winter  marketing  season  over  those  of  a  year  earlier  was  negligible,  but  lemon 
shipments  were  up  11  percent.    Past  U.S.  exports  of  fresh  citrus  are  shown  in 
table  1. 

Processed  citrus. — All  six  categories  of  citrus  Juice  summarized  in  table 
2  registered  an  increase  in  1969-70  over  the  previous  season.    For  all  Juices 
except  single -strength  orange,  the  level  achieved  was  either  a  new  record  or 
the  largest  quantity  shipped  in  many  seasons.    Of  particular  significance  was 
the  increase  in  exports  to  the  European  market. 

Because  of  the  freeze,  a  larger  than  normal  volume  of  fruit  has  recently 
entered  the  processing  channels,  but  total  output  will  depend  on  the  condition 
of  Florida's  Valencia  crop  as  it  becomes  available  for  processing.  Although 
Juice  yields  have  been  reduced,  production  plus  the  heavy  carry-in  should  make 
more  orange  Juice  available  than  last  season  for  both  the  domestic  and  export 
markets.    Grapefruit  Juice,  however,  will  not  benefit  from  a  large  carry-in 
and,  even  though  production  will  be  greater  this  year,  once  again  supplies  will 
be  tighter  than  for  orange  Juice.    Citrus  processing  in  the  Mediterranean  coun- 
tries should  be  more  active  in  1970-71 >  notably  in  Israel,  the  primary  exporter 
iri  the  area.    Therefore,  competition  will  be  more  intense  on  the  European  mar- 
ket.   In  spite  of  these  adversities,  U.S.  exports  of  citrus  Juice  in  1970-71 
are  expected  to  continue  at  relatively  high  levels.

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THE  SITUATION  FOR  FRESH  CITRUS  IN  AREAS 
COMPETING  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES 


Production  Prospects  for  1970-71 

Orange 8. — First  estimates  place  the  1970-71  orange  crop  (including  tanger- 
ines) at  a  record  214.2  million  boxes  for  the  major  countries  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean Basin  as  enumerated  in  table  3«  This  is  6.1  million  above  the  record  of 
last  season,  but  actual  output  could  fall  below  that  mark  when  the  full  effects 
of  Spain's  freeze  are  known.  Both  the  Italian  and  Israeli  crops  are  above  last 
season  but  Morocco's  production  is  down. 

Lemons. — For  the  eighth  consecutive  season,  preliminary  estimates  indicate 
a  record  crop  from  the  lemon -producing  countries.    However,  the  cold  wave  in 
Spain  was  reportedly  most  damaging  to  lemons,  and  as  is  the  situation  for  or- 
anges, total  production  may  be  revised  downward  when  an  assessment  of  the  sea- 
son is  complete.    The  current  forecast  is  36  •  3  million  boxes. 

Grapefruit. — The  grapefruit  producing  countries  listed  in  table  3  expect 
a  record  crop  of  12.7  million  boxes  compared  with  10.8  million  in  1969-70. 
Since  Israel  has  accounted  for  about  70  percent  of  the  output  in  recent  years, 
its  slowdown  in  expansion  from  1967-68  to  19&9-70  naturally  affected  total 
growth  during  this  period.    With  the  record  crop  in  Israel  for  1970-71 >  total 
production  far  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year. 

Export  Prospects  for  1970-71 

During  19^9-70,  exports  of  oranges  (including  tangerines)  from  the  countries 
listed  in  table  h  exceeded  100  million  boxes,  representing  a  15-percent  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year's  record  level.    Shipments  of  grapefruit  jumped 
26  percent  to  a  new  record,  and  more  lemons  were  exported  than  ever  before. 
The  total  represented  about  4  million  metric  tons  of  citrus,  of  which  more 
than  3*2  million  were  oranges  and  tangerines.    Despite  early  productions  of 
record  output  in  all  three  categories,  citrus  from  the  countries  listed  in 
table  k  will  not  be  as  plentiful  in  Europe  during  the  1970-71  season. 

Since  the  Spanish  freeze,  fewer  oranges  and  tangerines  are  available  for  ex- 
port from  the  Mediterranean  area  than  last  season  although  the  overall  crop 
will  be  very  large  by  historical  standards.    Total  exports  through  January 
were  almost  equal  to  last  year's,  but  the  gap  will  widen  as  the  season  pro- 
gresses because  of  the  reduction  in  quantities  of  later  maturing  fruit.  The 
two  major  exporters,  Spain  and  Morocco  will  probably  not  ship  the  volume 
achieved  last  season,  and  the  other  countries  do  not  appear  to  be  capable  of 
making  up  the  difference.    Israel  is  in  the  best  position  to  capitalize  on  the 
situation  since  it  is  in  a  heavier  supply  position  than  a  year  ago.    Italy  is 
the  second  largest  producer  in  the  area,  but  strong  domestic  demand,  varieties 
unsuited  for  the  export  market  and  poor  quality  have  limited  Italian  partici- 
pation despite  EC  protection  and  an  export  subsidy. 

In  recent  years,  Italy  has  accounted  for  well  over  60  percent  of  all  lemon 
exports  from  the  countries  listed  in  table  4.    A  short  crop  in  another  country 
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has  virtually  no  effect  on  total  exports  because  there  has  been  an  abundant 
supply  of  Italian  lemons  to  satisfy  demand  *    Though  production  in  Italy  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year's,  early- season  exports  have  been  slow.  Exports 
from  these  countries  in  1970-71  are  expected  to  approach  the  level  of  the  past 
two  seasons  only  if  demand  strengthens  as  the  season  progresses. 

Of  the  eight  countries  listed  in  table  k,  Israel  has  dominated  fresh  grapefruit 
exports,  accounting  for  8l  percent  last  season.    In  1969-70  Israel  harvested  a 
record  crop  of  above -average  quality  and  increased  exports  by  one -third.  Fav- 
orable weather  has  benefited  early  shipments  and  through  January,  Israel  ex- 
ported fresh  grapefruit  at  a  rate  almost  one -fourth  greater  than  during  last 
season.    Total  exports  during  1970-71  will  apparently  exceed  the  previous 
year's  by  a  comfortable  margin,  although  Israeli  shipments  are  beginning  to 
slow  down  in  relation  to  last  season. 

Fresh  Citrus  Situation  by  Country 

Cyprus. — Production  of  citrus  in  1970-71  is  forecast  at  a  level  3^  percent 
above  last  season's  and  21  percent  above  the  record  1 968-69  crop. 
The  largest  increase  is  in  Valencia  oranges.    Quality  of  the  crop  is  reportedly 
very  good;  sizes  about  average. 

There  is  no  central  marketing  board  in  Cyprus;  hence,  citrus  is  marketed  by 
both  producer  cooperatives  and  private  traders.    In  1969-70  exports  were 
129,12°  metric  tons,  12  percent  below  the  record  established  the  previous  sea- 
son.   Valencias  registered  the  sharpest  decline.  While  the  United  Kingdom  con- 
tinued to  be  the  No.  1  market,  taking  36  percent  of  total  exports,  Eastern 
Europe,  led  by  the  USSR,  replaced  the  EC  as  the  second  ranking  destination. 
The  Common  Market  countries  received  20  percent  compared  with  30  percent  for 
Eastern  Europe. 

The  area  planted  to  citrus  is  presently  estimated  at  42,000  acres,  25  percent 
of  which  has  been  planted  during  the  past  k  years.    Of  these  new  plantings,  it 
is  believed  that  k0-k5  percent  is  valencias  and  an  equal  amount  grapefruit. 
Because  of  the  very  young  age  of  most  of  the  groves,  it  has  been  forecast  that 
the  area  of  bearing  fruit  will  more  than  double  in  the  next  5  years. 

Greece.— A  record  lemon  crop  is  in  prospect  for  197©-71>  *>ut  current  estimates 

place  sweet  orange  production  at  a  level  Ik  percent  below  last  sea- 
son's record  output.    The  orange  crop  is  considered  normal,  both  in  quality 
and  maturity,  but  lemons  have  been  a  little  late  in  maturing.    New  plantings 
continue  to  decline  although  mandarin  varieties  are  receiving  some  attention. 
Sweet  orange  and  lemon  plantings  are  probably  offset  by  uprooting  of  old  trees. 

Exports  in  1969-70  set  a  new  record  for  sweet  oranges  and  lemons,  but  tanger- 
ine shipments  declined  slightly  from  the  previous  season.    Bilateral  trade 
agreements  with  Soviet-oriented  countries  provide  for  a  substantial  share  of 
citrus  exports.    Apparently  the  tariff  concessions  accorded  several  countries 
by  the  EC  last  season  discouraged  shipments  of  sweet  oranges  to  member  states 
and  were  at  least  partly  to  blame  for  the  15  percent  decline  in  exports  to 
this  area.    The  1969-70  crop  of  oranges  was  subsidized  up  to  $10  per  metric 
ton  for  fruit  being  exported.    Lemons  were  not  subsidized. 
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Israel . —Estimated  citrus  production  for  1970-71  of  approximately  1,419,000 
metric  tons  is  13  percent  above  the  previous  record  set  in  1967-68. 
Compared  with  last  season,  there  is  expected  to  be  more  Shamouti  and  Valencia 
oranges  as  well  as  grapefruit  but  fewer  lemons.    Quality  is  considered  very 
satisfactory. 

New  citrus  plantings  in  1969  reportedly  totaled  about  7^0  acres,  of  which  300 
were  grapefruit  used  mainly  to  replace  older  groves.    The  grapefruit  area  in 
1968  totaled  15>320  acres  compared  with  a  goal  of  17,300  acres  by  1973. 

Fresh  citrus  exports  reached  a  record  817,471  metric  tons  in  1969-70,  two-thirds 
of  the  production  and  more  than  100,000  tons  above  the  previous  season's  exports. 
In  addition,  Israel  marketed  52,000  tons  of  Gaza  fruit.    However,  the  total  net 
return  was  reportedly  US$88  million,  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  season. 
In  February  1970  the  export  premium  for  each  dollar  earned  on  an  f .o.b.  basis 
for  most  agricultural  items  was  raised  by  the  Government  from  10  percent  to 
about  15  percent  and  was  later  increased  to  30  percent.    The  larger  export 
premium  is  explained  as  a  repayment  for  the  increase  in  indirect  taxes  and  labor 
costs.    As  usual  the  Citrus  Marketing  Board  paid  special  incentives  to  growers 
who  ship  Shamouti s  and  grapefruit  early  in  the  season.    The  premium  for  both 
last  season  and  the  present  one  was  about  US$0.29  per  container  to  cover  the 
extra  expenditure  connected  with  special  handling  and  selective  picking.  A 
sliding  scale  of  increasing  payments  toward  the  end  of  the  season  is  also  util- 
ized to  encourage  late  shipments.    The  latter  incentive  covers  the  added  cost 
of  higher  cull  percentages  and  fruit  drop  as  the  season  progresses.    The  cost 
of  these  payments  is  covered  by  sales  abroad  and  constitutes  a  redistribution 
of  the  growers'  income  through  the  internal  pooling  arrangements  of  the  Board. 

The  United  Kingdom  taking  28  percent  of  total  exports,  regained  its  position 
from  West  Germany  (26  percent)  as  the  leading  recipient  of  Israeli  citrus  in 
1969-70 .    Although  the  quantity  of  sweet  oranges  shipped  to  the  EC  increased 
13  percent,  the  share  of  the  market  remained  virtually  the  same.    Perhaps  the 
most  significant  gain  was  in  grapefruit  shipments  to  Italy,  the  fastest  growing 
market  in  Europe  and  the  fourth  largest  for  Israel.    Exports  increased  from 
4,500  metric  tons  in  1968-69  to  15*500  tons  (8  percent  of  the  record  exports) 
and  received  a  higher  price  than  the  average  for  all  grapefruit  exports. 

Gaza.— Total  production  of  citrus  in  1969-70  increased  to  115*000  metric  tons, 
of  which  69*000  tons  were  exported  to  Europe  and  the  Far  East.    More  than 
52,000  tons  were  exported  through  the  Israeli  Citrus  Marketing  Board  versus 
only  15,500  tons  in  1 968-69.    Producers  marketing  through  the  Board  received 
the  same  prices  as  Israeli  producers,  including  the  export  premium.    The  com- 
position of  the  1969-70  crop  was  approximately  57  percent  valencias,  26  per- 
cent Shamouti,  and  13  percent  grapefruit.    The  1970-71  crop  is  estimated  at 
about  125,000  metric  tons. 

Italy. — Dry  weather  during  the  late  summer  and  fall  resulted  in  smaller -than - 

normal  fruit  size  and  some  reduction  in  the  quality  of  the  season's 
crop.    Nevertheless,  the  expansionary  trend  in  production  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue, with  a  record  citrus  output  of  2,528,000  metric  tons  in  1970-71. 
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Sweet  orange  production  is  estimated  at  k6  million  boxes  and  mandarin  varieties 
at  8.7  million  boxes  -  increases  from  1969-70  of  2  percent  and  10  percent,  re- 
spectively.   Blood-type  varieties  comprise  more  than  60  percent  of  the  sweet 
orange  crop.    Italy  should  easily  maintain  its  position  as  the  world's  leading 
producer  of  lemons,  with  output  forecast  at  22.9  million  boxes,  slightly  above 
last  season's  production.    Despite  the  larger  lemon  crop  in  total,  the  verdelli 
crop  is  down  11  percent.    This  portion  of  the  production  is  significant  because 
it  is  available  during  the  May-August  period  when  the  United  States  is  particu- 
larly active  in  shipping  to  Europe.    Grapefruit  production  remains  insignifi- 
cant -  about  7  thousand  boxes  -  but  imports  are  increasing  dramatically,  sur- 
passing the  600,000-box  level  last  season.    In  1966-67  the  total  was  only  about 
100,000  boxes. 

To  assist  the  industry,  the  Italian  Government  withdrew  almost  2.7  million 
boxes  of  oranges  from  the  market  during  1969-70,  most  of  which  were  reportedly 
destroyed.    The  export  market  absorbs  far  less  of  the  Italian  orange  crop  than 
of  the  crops  of  other  Mediterranean  countries.    With  the  help  of  a  subsidy  on 
shipments  to  both  EC  and  non-EC  countries,  exports  of  sweet  oranges  reached  a 
record  5*7  million  boxes,  but  still  only  about  13  percent  of  production.  Ex- 
ports of  tangerines  dropped  62  percent  to  only  403,000  boxes  in  1969-70,  as 
strong  domestic  demand  resulted  in  relatively  high  prices.    Shipments  of  lemons 
fell  21  percent  to  9.6  million  boxes  from  the  record  total  of  1968-69.  The 
export  subsidy  did  not  overcome  strong  competition  from  other  countries,  es- 
pecially Spain  and  Greece. 

Despite  pressure  from  the  EC  to  reduce  acreage,  plus  the  marketing  difficulties 
faced  by  producers,  orange  plantings  continue,  often  of  varieties  not  in  demand 
as  export  fruit.    Apparently,  the  subsidies  available  to  growers  to  uproot 
orange  groves  have  not  resulted  in  the  envisioned  reduction.    The  record  crop 
is  expected  to  pose  problems  which  will  probably  necessitate  purchases  by  the 
Government  and  a  further  increase  in  processing  activity.    Lemons  will  again 
be  faced  by  strong  competition  from  other  exporters  and  here  also  processing 
is  likely  to  absorb  more  of  the  crop.    In  order  to  stimulate  export  activity, 
the  EC  is  subsidizing  shipments  of  sweet  oranges  and  mandarins  at  the  rate  of 
1.8l  cents  per  pound  and  lemons  at  O.65  cents  per  pound.    For  the  1970-71 
season  the  subsidies  were  put  in  effect  on  December  5*  1970>  tor  oranges  and 
mandarins.    The  lemon  payment  has  remained  in  force  since  its  inception  last 
season . 

Morocco . — Moroccan  citrus,  especially  sweet  oranges,  is  expected  to  be  less 

plentiful  in  1970-71  than  last  season.    Total  output  is  estimated  at 
761,000  metric  tons,  8  percent  below  the  record  1969-70  crop.    Last  season's 
flood  in  the  Gbarb  area  plus  a  hot  summer  are  blamed  for  most  of  the  production 
decline . 

The  system  initiated  in  1969-70  under  which  the  Office  of  Commercialization 
and  Exportation  (OCE)  exported  for  the  account  of  the  producer  has  been  dis- 
continued.   During  1970-71  OCE  will  return  to  its  role  prior  to  last  season; 
i.e.,  purchasing  from  producers  at  fixed  prices  and  exporting  for  its  own 
account.    Prices  to  producers  will  be  set  on  the  basis  of  a  computed  average 
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price  with  a  system  of  premiums  and  discounts  reflecting  quality  and  timing  of 
harvest.    The  objectives  of  this  change  are  to  increase  early  shipments  to 
Europe  when  competition  is  relatively  light  and  to  be  more  competitive  later 
in  the  season  through  more  quality  differentiation.    The  cost  of  freight  from 
the  production  area  to  the  port  will  be  borne  by  the  OCE. 

Citrus  exports  reached  a  record  619,247  metric  tons  in  1969-70.    France  re- 
ceived about  35  percent  but  this  was  well  under  the  1964-65/1 968 -69  average 
of  46  percent.    Exports  to  West  Germany  increased  to  21  percent  cf  the  total 
from  11  percent  in  1968-69.    Once  again  large  quantities  were  shipped  to  the 
USSR  under  clearing  arrangements. 

Spain.— Citrus  production  in  1970-71,  according  to  first  estimates  released  by 

the  Spanish  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Syndicate,  was  slightly  above  last 
year's  large  crop  but  below  the  record  1966-67  level.    Navel  oranges  and  tan- 
gerines accounted  for  virtually  the  entire  increase,  since  most  other  orange 
varieties  as  well  as  lemons  were  expected  to  be  in  shorter  supply  than  last 
season . 

Hail  and  below -free zing  temperatures  in  late  December  and  early  January  appar- 
ently caused  considerable  damage  to  the  standing  citrus  crop  consisting  of  more 
than  half  the  total  production.    Preliminary  reports  indicate  a  total  loss  of 
perhaps  10-15  percent  of  the  pre-season  estimate  of  2,371,000  metric  tons,  with 
an  additional  10-15  percent  damaged  but  mostly  salvagable.    No  breakdown  by 
specific  varieties  is  yet  available,  but  lemons  are  believed  to  be  hardest  hit. 

During  1969-70  the  Spanish  Government  purchased  27*000  metric  tons  of  oran&es 
which  were  resold  to  the  processing  industry  at  an  unknown  loss  to  the  Govern- 
ment.   However,  the  producers  considered  this  measure  unsatisfactory  and  wanted 
the  Government  to  absorb  the  entire  surplus,  estimated  at  not  less  than  200,000 
metric  tons.    Apparently  the  Government  would  have  purchased  far  more  from  the 
1970-71  crop  were  it  not  for  the  freeze.    Plantings  are  continuing,  sometimes 
on  land  reported  to  be  completely  unsuited  for  citrus  production. 

Of  particular  concern  to  the  Spanish  citrus  industry  is  the  growing  menace  of 
tristeza.    This  virus  was  first  noted  in  195^*  and  today  one  estimate  places 
the  affected  area  at  approximately  123*550  acres  or  30  percent  of  the  country's 
total  citrus  area.    Since  the  appearance  of  the  disease,  about  2  million  trees 
have  been  lost  and  another  20  million  are  considered  to  be  either  infected  or 
under  the  immediate  threat  of  infection.    Growers  who  remove  infected  trees 
and  replace  them  with  appropriate  varieties  are  entitled  to  Government  compen- 
sation of  between  $290  and  $433  per  acre  plus  reductions  in  rural  tax  rates. 
To  compound  the  problems,  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  is  present,  but  considered 
"partially  controlled,"  while  a  recent  infestation  of  whitefly  is  spreading. 

The  1969-70  season  set  an  export  record,  exceeding  1.5  million  metric  tons  of 
fresh  citrus.    This  represented  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  reported  production 
compared  with  just  over  60  percent  of  the  smaller  1968-69  output.    One  of  the 
factors  instrumental  in  achieving  this  record  was  the  exceptionally  long  ex- 
port season,  which  allowed  shipments  of  oranges  to  be  made  well  into  the  sum- 
mer marketing  period.    Once  again  the  EC  market  increased  in  importance,  as 


more  than  80  percent  of  all  citrus  was  sent  to  these  countries.    In  view  of 
the  freeze,  Spain  will  have  significantly  less  citrus  to  export  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season  than  for  the  similar  period  last  year.    Exports  of  1.3 
million  metric  tons  were  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  freeze,  of  which  more 
than  600,000  tons  had  already  been  shipped. 

Turkey. — Citrus  production  is  expected  to  be  above  last  year's  level.  Fore- 
casts are  for  the  two  most  important  export  categories,  tangerines 
(2.2  million  boxes)  and  lemons  (3.6  million  boxes),  to  be  up  16  and  9  percent, 
respectively.    The  sweet  orange  crop  is  placed  at  13.5  million  boxes,  also 
larger  than  the  1969-70  crop,  but  exports  have  been  relatively  insignificant. 

Competition  from  Turkey  is  felt  almost  entirely  in  the  tangerine  and  lemon  mar- 
ket.   Exports  of  tangerines,  largely  Satsumas,  have  mushroomed  from  about 
100,000  boxes  in  196U-65  to  7^2,000  in  1969-70.    Lemons  exhibited  even  greater 
progress  through  1968-69,  but  last  season  shipments  were  off  considerably. 
Austria  and  West  Germany  head  the  list  of  tangerine  customers,  while  East  and 
West  Germany  are  the  leading  recipients  of  Turkish  lemons. 

THE  SITUATION  FOR  CITRUS  PROCESSING  IN  AREAS 
COMPETING  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Utilization  Patterns  and  Prospects 

The  Mediterranean  countries  listed  in  the  following  table  harvested  a  record 
orange  crop  (including  tangerines)  Ik  percent  above  that  of  1968-69.  However, 
the  amount  processed  rose  only  3  percent  versus  a  19-percent  increase  in  fresh 
exports.    A  similar  situation  existed  for  both  lemons  and  grapefruit.    The  re- 
sult was  a  slight  decline  In  total  citrus  volume  entering  the  processing  sector. 
Israel,  the  most  important  exporter  of  citrus  products  in  the  Mediterranean 
Basin,  was  mainly  responsible  for  the  overall  decline.    Fresh  fruit  quality  was 
generally  good  and,  despite  surplus  production  and  over supplied  markets,  prices 
being  offered  by  processors  were  not  sufficient  to  draw  fruit  to  this  outlet. 

The  output  of  total  citrus  during  1970-71  in  the  Mediterranean  area  is  close 
to  last  season's  level.    However,  more  fruit  will  be  processed,  and  the  increase 
will  be  most  notable  in  Israel,  where  fresh  fruit  export  standards  have  been  re- 
vised upward  and  prices  for  culls  increased.    As  a  consequence,  there  will  be 
far  more  citrus  products  available  for  marketing  this  season. 
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Tbe  following  table  shows  the  approximate  tonnages  processed  by  the  major  Medi- 
terranean producing  countries  during  the  past  two  seasons  in  comparison  with 
those  used  by  the  United  States: 
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Processed  Citrus  Situation  by  Country 

Greece.— The  level  of  processing  for  the  1969-70  crop  established  a  new  record 

amounting  to  110.000  metric  ton3,  up  from  98,500  tons  the  previous 
season.    At  tbe  same  time  output  of  orange  juice  reportedly  Jumped  to  56,000 
metric  tons  (single -strength  equivalent)  compared  with  31,000  in  1968-69.  Lemon 
juice  production  v,as  estimated  at  3,100  metric  tons.    Producers  were  paid  a 
Government  subsidy  for  processing  oranges  of  up  to  $6.66  per  metric  ton,  not  to 
exceed  a  combined  price — Government  subsidy  and  processor  payment --of  $30  per 
ton.    Lemons  were  not  subsidized.    Average  producer  prices  were  reportedly  $30 
per  ton  for  oranges  (including  a  $5  subsidy)  and  $43  for  lemons. 
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The  prospects  for  Greece's  first  frozen  concentrate  plant,  which  was  to  have 
been  established  in  Crete,  appear  dim.    Reportedly  it  was  felt  that  the  indus- 
try could  not  be  supplied  with  the  required  raw  materials  at  reasonable  prices. 


Israel.— Israel  is  not  the  largest  processing  country  in  the  Mediterranean 

Basin,  but  as  an  exporter  of  processed  products  it  is  by  far  the  most 
important.    Normally  90  percent  or  more  of  its  processed  citrus  pack  is  exported, 
making  Israel  and  the  United  States  the  world's  leading  suppliers  of  citrus 
products  to  Europe.    However,  the  1969-70  season  marked  the  second  consecutive 
year  of  decline  in  processing  activity.    The  32k, kOO  metric  tons  entering  this 
outlet  in  1969-70  were  10  percent  less  than  in  1 968-69  and  23  percent  below 
1967-68.    Measured  as  a  percentage  of  total  production,  processing  accounted 
for  26  percent  last  season,  versus  3^  percent  in  1967-68.    Since  returns  in  the 
fresh  export  market  far  exceed  those  for  products,  it  is  naturally  the  preferred 
outlet  for  all  fruit  meeting  the  export  standard.    Despite  the  overall  decline 
in  fruit  processed,  exports  of  several  products  continued  their  upward  trend, 
as  evidenced  by  the  following  table  showing  exports  of  major  commodities  on  a 
fiscal  year  basis:

Two  situations  were  primarily  responsible  for  the  export  increases  in  the  face 
of  declining  supplies  of  fresh  fruit.    First,  a  heavier  than  usual  carryover 
from  the  large  1967-68  pack  aided  exports  in  1968-69;  and  second,  exports  and 
production  were  shifted  as  far  as  possible  to  the  more  profitable  products, 
especially  during  1969-70.    These  included  grapefruit  sections,  single -strength 
juices,  and  juice  with  up  to  5  percent  sugar  added.    It  is  also  interesting  to 
note  that  Israel  was  the  largest  offshore  market  for  U.S.  frozen  concentrated 
grapefruit  juice  in  1968-69.    Since  grapefruit  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline 
in  citrus  processed  last  season,  these  categories  generally  were  below  1968-69 
export  levels.    The  United  Kingdom  receives  just  under  one-half  of  all  citrus 
products  exported  from  Israel,  with  West  Germany  a  distant  second. 

During  the  1969-70  season  processors  of  juice  reportedly  paid  about  US$19- 40 
per  metric  ton  for  Shamoutis  and  grapefruit  and  $22.90  for  valencias.    In  ad- 
dition, farmers  received  a  $2  subsidy  for  each  ton  delivered  to  the  industry. 
Fruit  for  segments  cost  considerably  more.    Prices  paid  by  the  processors  for 
all  oranges  and  grapefruit  going  into  juice  are  about  $23, 40  this  season  and 

the  grower  subsidy  is  also  expected  to  rise.  .

Since  the  Citrus  Marketing  Board  has  increased  the  quality  requirements  for 
fresh  export  fruit,  cull  percentages  are  expected  to  be  higher  this  season  than 
in  1969-70.    This  move  plus  the  record  crop  should  leave  more  fruit  for  process- 
ing than  in  any  other  year.    Through  January  of  the  1970-71  season  the  industry 
reportedly  processed  almost  180,000  metric  tons,  almost  three  times  the  quantity 
for  the  same  period  in  1969-70.    It  is  expected,  therefore,  that  Israeli  citrus 
products  will  be  more  prominent  on  the  world  market  this  season  than  ever  before. 

Italy.— The  Italian  processing  industry  is  slowly  being  modernized,  spurred  by 

surplus  fruit  production  plus  a  series  of  subsidies  and  incentives. 
New  equipment  is  being  purchased  and  plans  made  for  the  construction  of  addi- 
tional processing  plants.    Although  far  more  fruit  enters  this  sector  than  in 
any  other  Mediterranean  country,  citrus  processing  in  general  is  still  regarded 
merely  as  an  outlet  for  culls  and  surplus  fruit.    Most  of  the  juice  is  consumed 
domestically  by  the  soft  drink  industry.    Output  of  orange  juice  has  reportedly 
doubled  from  1966  to  1969;  hut  production  of  lemon  Juice  has  not  increased  as 
rapidly.    In  view  of  record  production,  less  desirable  sizes,  and  expected  low 
fresh  fruit  prices,  a  further  increase  in  processing  activity  is  envisioned  for 
1970-71- 

During  CY  1969;  exports  of  both  orange  juice  and  lemon  juice  showed  improvement 
over  the  previous  year.    Aided  by  an  export  subsidy,  orange  juice  shipments  in- 
creased 18  percent  to  6,851  metric  tons  while  lemon  juice  exports  increased  19 
percent  to  15>7*+3  tons.    For  the  first  8  months  of  1970  both  categories  are 
ahead  of  the  preceding  year.    Exports  of  orange  juice  in  1969  probably  accounted 
for  only  about  15  percent  of  production,  but  lemon  juice  exports  may  have  ac- 
counted for  about  one-third.    The  United  Kingdom  is  the  largest  market  for  lemon 
juice  while  West  Germany  heads  the  list  for  orange  juice. 

Jamaica . — The  1969-70  season  was  similar  to  the  previous  one  in  that  reduced 

production  and  strong  domestic  demand  caused  a  decline  in  the  amount 
of  fruit  processed.    However,  exports  of  citrus  products  in  1969  at  least  tem- 
porarily reversed  the  downward  trend  exhibited  the  past  several  years.  Ship- 
ments of  canned  fruit,  mainly  grapefruit  sections,  rose  from  7>76l  metric  tons 
to  10,^8^  tons  while  juice  exports  increased  to  2.1  million  gallons  from  1.7 
million.    There  have  been  some  new  plantings  recently  and  a  plan  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Government  to  plant  12,500  acres  over  the  next  7  years.    There  is 
presently  about  27,000  acres  of  citrus  in  Jamaica,  but  reportedly  no  more  than 
12,000  could  be  considered  in  good  condition  according  to  the  industry.    If  re- 
habilitation and  proper  care  of  the  existing  groves  is  coupled  with  the  new 
plantings,  a  very  substantial  increase  in  production  is  envisioned.  Presently 
there  are  no  plans  to  expand  the  local  processing  industry  since  the  plants  are 
reportedly  operating  at  only  about  ko  percent  of  their  overall  capacity. 

Japan. — Fresh  Satsuma  orange  production  is  forecast  at  a  record  83.5  million 
boxes,  30  percent  above  1969-70.    This  large  crop  is  expected  to  have 
a  depressing  influence  on  fresh  prices  and  will  necessitate  the  diversion  of 
greater  quantities  of  fruit  into  processed  products.    The  export  market  for 
fre3h  Satsumas  offers  little  hope  for  significant  expansion  and  is  expected  to 
account  for  less  than  1  percent  of  production.    According  to  the  trade,  the 
canning  industry  is  likely  to  increase  the  pack  of  canned  Satsumas  by  about  10 
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percent  to  15  million  cases  (equivalent  48/11  oz.  cans).    Of  this  total  perhaps 
6  million  cases  will  be  exported.    Production  of  citrus  juices  in  1970  is  esti- 
mated at  13  million  gallons,  21  percent  above  the  19^9  level.    Three  or  four 
new  processing  plants  are  expected  to  be  in  operation  by  the  end  of  1971* 

Morocco. — An  estimated  75*000  metric  tons  of  oranges  and  5*3°0  ton.s,of  grape- 
fruit were  processed  last  season,    loe  1969-70  pack  w*s  approximately 
41,000  tons  and  3*500  tons  of  single -strength  orange  and  grapefruit  juice,  re- 
spectively, plus  6,000  tons  and  500  tons  of  concentrated  orange  and  grapefruit 
Juice.    As  is  the  case  in  most  other  Mediterranean  countries,  the  Moroccan 
citrus  industry  is  oriented  tc  production  for  the  fresh  market.    Therefore,  the 
volume  entering  the  processing  outlet  is  limited  to  the  unexportable  quality 
fruit  not  consumed  domestically.    The  result  is  that  none  of  the  plants  receive 
sufficient  fruit  to  operate  at  capacity. 

Spain. — Processing  remained  at  virtually  the  same  level  as  in  1968-69,  despite 
a  substantial  increase  in  fresh  fruit  production.    Although  the  citrus 
juice  pack  for  1969-70  *8  estimated  at  a  record  36*500  metric  tons,  versus 
32,3^0  tons  the  previous  season,  the  processing  industry  continues  to  operate 
well  below  its  capacity.    It  is  believed  that  60-70  percent  of  present  produc- 
tiontion  is  in  the  concentrated  form.    Lack  of  low-priced  fruit  has  been  blamed 
for  the  relatively  small  volume  entering  the  processing  outlet.    However,  the 
surplus  removal  scheme  whereby  the  Government  purchases  fruit  and  resells  it  to 
the  processors  at  a  lower  price  should  stimulate  more  activity.    This  season's 
freeze  should  also  result  in  increased  availability  of  fruit  for  processing. 

Exports  of  citrus  juice  during  the  1969-70  season  totaled  about  13>000  metric 
tons,  more  than  half  of  which  was  single -strength  orange  juice.    The  United 
Kingdom  and  West  Germany  were  the  principal  markets. 

Trinidad  and  Tobago. — The  processing  sector  is  the  most  important  to  the  citrus 

industry  as  far  as  disposition  of  their  commercial  crop. 
For  example,  during  the  1969-70  season  90  percent  of  the  grapefruit  and  83  per- 
cent of  the  oranges  were  processed.    Output  was  estimated  at  1.2  million  gallons 
of  grapefruit  juice  (l8  percent  more  than  Id  1968-69)*  1.4  million  gallons  of 
orange  juice  (a  17 -percent  increase)  and  157*329  cases  (24/A2's)  of  grapefruit 
sections.    Export  statistics  for  CY  1969  reveal  exports  of  635*000  gallons  of 
grapefruit  juice,  465*000  gallons  of  orange  Juice,  and  134,000  cases  of  grape- 
fruit sections.    All  juice  exports  are  in  the  single  strength  form-    3fce  United 
Kingdom  received  virtually  all  the  segments,  more  than  half  the  grapefruit  juice, 
and  about  one-third  the  orange  juice. 

Reduced  sales  to  countries  where  competition  is  more  severe,  such  as  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Canada,  and  increased  sales  to  Australia,  the  Caribbean  area,  and 
the  domestic  market  have  reportedly  improved  the  income  picture  for  the  citrus 
industry.    In  view  of  the  short  supply  of  juice,  the  Cooperative  Citrus  Growers1 
Association  is  urging  growers  to  increase  citrus  production  and  take  advantage 
of  these  more  lucrative  markets.    However,  production  has  declined  over  the 
past  decade,  and  despite  some  improvement  last  season  (404,000  boxes  of  oranges 
and  493,000  boxes  of  grapefruit),  the  1970-71  output  is  forecast  at  a  low  level 
(309,000  boxes  of  oranges  and  420,000  boxes  of  grapefruit).    Fewer  trees  were 
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planted  than  normal  during  the  year,  probably  causing  the  total  number  to  de- 
cline.   An  estimated  10,000  acres  of  grapefruit  and  5,000  acres  of  oranges  are 
of  bearing  age,  but  less  than  one-third  is  properly  cared  for.  Therefore, 
yields  are  low  and  fruit  quality  generally  poor.    This  poor  quality  plus  foreign 
competition  have  caused  a  decline  in  exports  of  fresh  fruit  to  Europe. 

Because  of  the  decline  of  the  industry  the  Government  has  initiated  partial  sub- 
sidies for  inputs  such  as  fertilizer,  soil  and  leaf  analysis,  and  spraying. 
Also  citrus  trees  are  available  to  growers  at  cost. 
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
